Farm Foard Set* Up a Folic]!

On e of the American agriculture's traditional troubles has 
been the competition of individual farmers with each other, says 
the Minneapolis Journal. 
It is a competition that inevitably beg­ 
ets overproduction and underselling. The chief purpose of co-oper­ 
ative marketing has been to eliminate this hurtful competition. 
But what gain is there for the farmer, if the competition, and 
- hence underselling, between individuals, is merely organized into 
competition, and hence underselling, between groups of 
indivi­ 
duals? 
That seems to be the new Federal Farm Board’s view, as shown Toy.:, 
by its announcement to the Florida fruit growers. 
The 
Board 
makes it plain that its fixed policy will be to use its lending power 
to persuade group marketing organizations to co-operate with each 
other. 
The Florida Citrus Exchange and 
the 
Florida 
United 
Crowers are advised to combine before asking for the loans they 
need to finance more ambitious marketing enterprises than they 
have heretofore undertaken. 
The policy seems sound enough. 
Tile purpose of farm relief, 
of course, is to obtain for the farmer better prices for the things 
he produces, partly by giving him control of selling market, and 
partly by eliminating waste in distribution. 
But if the growers of a particular product in a particular pro­ 
ducing area organize two or more competing groups, then they 
have no control of their selling market. 
The natural tendency, in­ 
stead ,is tward price cutting competition. 
And the needless dup­ 
lication of overhead and operating expenses makes for continued 
v/aste in distribution costs, further reducing the grow er’s net re­ 
turn. 
Agriculture has long enjoyed exemption from the workings of 
anti-trust legislation, but has seldom fully availed itself of the 
privilege so long as there is sharp competition among groups of 
producers. 
The Farm Board seeks to better this situation through judi­ 
cious use of its lending power. 
For that matter, it would he folly 
for the Board to lend government money to rival groups intent on 
spending it to compete with each other.
